The Parks Commission has 
plans for their Laura Secord 
homestead that would include 
an expansion to allow for school 
class visits, and making it more 
accessible, with a visitor centre 
and gift shop. 

Federal and provincial fund¬ 
ing for Parks Commission 1812 
bicentennial projects could 
finance a plan to consolidate 
existing heritage buildings, 
including the chapel, on the 
Laura Secord homestead site, in 
partnership with the School of 
Restoration Arts at Willowbank.

Reply to letter 
from health 
minister 

The Minister of Health 
has sent a reply to all those 
who signed a petition 
regarding the provincial 
government’s plan to 
reduce generic drug prices. 

All pharmacists support 
the values mentioned in the 
letter, i.e. “to deliver the 
highest quality care to 
patients; to ensure the sus¬ 
tainability of our health 
care system; to be account¬ 
able for public finances; 
and to stand up for the 
most vulnerable.” 

Pharmacists meet these 
values every day. 

The government propos- 


allowances. These 
allowances were created in 
response to successive poli¬ 
cies of the Ontario govern¬ 
ment. The government fur¬ 
ther compounded the issue 
by failing to increase the 
professional fee, being con¬ 
tent to have generic manu¬ 
facturers subsidize the pro¬ 
vision of services for the 


past 20 years. 

The proposals for reform 
will have a negative impact 
on the people of Ontario. 

In 2003, South Africa 
eliminated all forms of 
rebates and failed to pro¬ 
vide replacement funding 
for pharmacies. As a conse¬ 
quence over 500 communi¬ 
ty pharmacies closed. 

There are other options. 
Lower generic prices and 
professional allowances are 
not incompatible. In 
Britain, where generic 
prices are among the lowest 
in the world, the contract is 
structured so that pharma¬ 
cists buy generics at a low 
price and retain some of the 
savings. As a result the 


savings of 1.8 billion 
pounds and increased 
pharmacy productivity by 
eight per cent. 

The people of Ontario 
value and respect the high 
quality services they receive 
from their community 
pharmacists. Government 
and pharmacy must work 
together if we are to main¬ 
tain this high quality and 
ensure that we will have a 
viable and sustainable 


health care system that 
meets the need of future 
generations.

Two and a half years ago 
all Niagara-on-the-Lake 
schools were under review 
and solutions were offered 


to keep education in our 
community. 

One included a right- 
sized high school, but the 
District School Board of 
Niagara chose not to hear 
us when the 

Accommodation Review 
Committee recommended 
that we keep our only local 
high school open. 

Instead they told NOT it 
was our responsibility to 
attract students to NDSS. 
We did that by suggesting 
the IB program, the Golf 
Academy and even an agri¬ 
cultural program, perfect 
for this farming area, only 
to have the DSBN refuse to 


hear us again and instead 
they told us the school 
would be closed at the end 
of this school year.

and yet we still have no 
response. 

Where is our meeting? 
How come the Minister of 
Education is taking so long 
to respond to this very 
important issue?

What is really happening with provincial drug reform? 


Pharmacists 
seem to have an 
extension, but 
only by a few 
weeks. 


Last week, as the Niagara 
Advance was going to press, 
MPP Kim Craitor called, as 
he had promised he would if 
there were any new develop¬ 
ments regarding generic 
drug reform legislation that 
was expected to take effect 
May 15. 

He said his government 
wanted time to read all the 
submissions from pharma¬ 
cists across the province 
before implementing its 
plan, which continues to

elicit strong opposition from 
pharmacists, who will lose 
the professional allowance 
that compensates them for 
several free services they 
offer. 

Craitor called with what 
seemed like news that was 
too good to be true—his gov¬ 
ernment was delaying the 
regulatory changes until 

But it is spring, I said. Do 
you mean next fall? 

No, I mean next spring. It 


could take up to a year to 
study all the submissions, 
Craitor said. 

It was too good to be true. 

As the Advance was deliv¬ 
ered Thursday, I couldn’t 
understand why I hadn’t 
read anything about the 
delay in the dailies, or heard 
anything on the news. So 
again, I called our MPP to 
make sure I hadn't imagined 
that phone call, and he 
assured me I hadn’t. 

Trouble is, he was mistaken 
about the timeline. His had 
misunderstood. The delay is 
until later this spring. So 
pharmacists have about a 
month to convince the 
Ministry of Health the plan is 
a bad idea, for pharmacists 
and the patients they care for. 

But whose mistake it was 
isn’t important. What mat¬ 
ters is what the few weeks' 
delay could mean to provin¬ 
cial health care. 

Kim Craitor gets it. He 
understands that the services 
community pharmacists 


provide are an essential com¬ 
ponent of our health care 
system, and he has tried to 
convince his government to 
have another look at a count¬ 
er-proposal made by phar¬ 
macists. 

The changes as proposed 
by the government would 
save about $750 million a 
year in professional 
allowances that drug compa¬ 
nies pay to pharmacies, 
which would allow for a 
reduction in generic drug 
prices of about 50 per cent. 
And since the province is the 
single largest purchaser of 
those generic drugs through 
its social service programs, 
that would mean a saving to 
taxpayers. But without that 
revenue, pharmacists will 
have to reduce some services 
and charge for others. 

It would seem the govern¬ 
ment isn’t backing down on 


allowances, but pharmacists 
say there are other ways to 
reduce drug prices. 


There is confusion about 
what the extension means. 
Pharmacists haven’t been 
invited back to the table yet 
for further negotiations, and 
have no idea whether they 
will be. 

I was confused by a phone 
call and an email from 
Montreal over the weekend, 
asking about the extension 
that was reported in the 
Advance. This is provincial 
legislation. Why would any¬ 
one in Quebec care about a 
story on Ontario drug reform 
in a little community paper? 

Because the Quebec com¬ 
pany researches and tracks 
stock prices, and the exten¬ 
sion and what it means could 
affect the value of large drug 
store chain stocks, I learned. 

This proposal is a big deal 
to pharmacists, whether they 
work for community inde¬ 
pendents or big chains. 

Sean Simpson says it’s 
impossible to know whether 
the extension is a delay tactic 
that will result in the original 


proposal being passed even¬ 
tually or a real effort to reach 
an agreement that works for 
both sides. 

Pharmacists aren’t against 
lower generic prices, he said, 
they just have a different 
approach that would see 
them fairly compensated for 
the services they provide. 

It’s a multi-faceted 
approach and it's complicat¬ 
ed, he said, but it would 
result in the savings the gov¬ 
ernment is looking for with¬ 
out driving community phar¬ 
macies out of business. 

"Instead of sweeping 
changes to one small piece of 
drug reform, it would mean 
minor modifications to many 
different areas to achieve the 
same goals," he says. 

If the government isn’t will¬ 
ing to look at modifications 
before meddling in the mar¬ 
ketplace, he added, “Let 
them buy me out, pay me for 
all my assets and make me a 
civil servant. That way I can 
at least have a lunch break."

He says it has been clear 
since the first year, when he 
began a partnership with Rev. 
Bob Wright to offer music in 
St. Mark’s Church, that the 
festival was going to be a suc¬ 
cess, and that St. Mark’s was 
the place to begin.
